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REPORT OF FIRE CHIEF 


During the year of 1942 the fire department answered 69 
calls, an increase of five over 1941. 


To my mind, the department is in the. best condition of 
_its history. The town owns all equipment free and clear, all 
hose is double jacketed, has been bought within the last five 
or six years and is in excellent condition. 


I attended the school of Instructors for Auxiliary Fire- 
men held at Augusta in April, along with Lieut. James 
Cowan of the Bangor Fire Department, we two being 
picked to act as instructors of Auxiliary Firemen in Penob- 
scot County. I held classes in Corinna and Dexter. The 
Exeter auxiliary firemen met with us in classes at Corinna 
and a total of 67 auxiliary firemen received training. Due 
to working conditions, I was’ forced to resign this position 
as instructor and appointed Henry King, Jr., to replace me. 


Through the untiring efforts of the officers of the local 
branch of the Red Cross, a combination Resuscitator, In- 
halator, and Aspirator was purchased and was presented 
to the Corinna Fire Department on May 16, 1942. The 
money for this purpose was donated by citizens and organi- 
zations of the community. The gift of this equipment is 
greatly appreciated by the members of the department. We 
had the opportunity to use this equipment on a drowning 
case in Dexter on May 31, 1942. 


We have lost one member, Gerald Shaw being inducted 
into the armed services. 


Due to the fact that several of the members of this de- 
partment are employed out of town, we have found it nec- 
essary to add four new members to the department. These 
members are Merle Cougle, Walter Burrill, Donald Brooks, 
and Clement Willette, 
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I take the opportunity at this time in making this my 
final report as your Fire Chief to thank every member of 
the department, the municipal officers and citizens of the 
town for their one hundred per cent cooperation which has 
made it possible for this town to have a first class fire de- 
partment, and I sincerely hope that my successor will enjoy 
the same cooperation.

To the Trustees of the Stewart Free Library: 


I herewith submit the forty-fourth annual report of the 
Stewart Free Library for the year 1942. 

The library has been open, for circulation 99 days with a 
circulation of 7,083 books. 

New books added during the year, 162 purchased by the 
town and 85 by gift. 

There has been more enthusiasm for school libraries on 
the part of our rural teachers during the past year which is 
very gratifying. 

Notable among the gifts are over 75 volumes and many 
pamphlets on the life and works of Charles Dickens from 
the library of the late Georgia Pulcifer Porter of Old Town. 
This collection was presented by Mrs. Porter’s son, Harry 
B. Porter. Mrs. Porter was an ardent admirer and student 
of Dickens’ works, and this gift is of inestimable value to 
our library. 

For all other gifts we are most appreciative. 

It is wished that the library might become more of a 
depository of records that will in years to come be of his- 
torical value. A library should provide not only instruction 
and pleasure in the present, but preserve the present as well 
as the past, for those who shall come after. 

Education for enduring morale must place at the begin- 
ning an emphasis on the principles and duties of citizen- 
ship. In this program libraries rank next to the schools.

To finish year 
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Probably the greatest improvement in our school system 
is the making of Corinna Union Academy a five-teacher 
school. 

A course in Agriculture has been introduced with 
marked success. During the summer months a modern 
agricultural work shop has been constructed in the base- 
ment. 

A part-time social science teacher has also been added to 
the staff, teaching afternoons only. 

Because of the large inflex of new pupils to the Village 
Grade School, it has been necessary to regroup the grades, 
the principal having grade 8, Miss Dobbins grades 6 and 
7, Mrs. Steward grades 4 and 5, Miss Hanson grade 38, 
Miss Young grades 1 and 2 and Miss Dickenson grades 
sub-primary and 1. 

The penny milk program has been introduced to both the 
Grade School and Academy. This program has been very 
favorably received by the pupils. It has been sponsored by 
the Corinna Salvage Committee. 

The Grade School was painted externally this summer 
and minor repairs were made. The Center School needs 
painting badly, both inside and out. 

A health room has been constructed in the Grade School 
by the principal and pupils at no expense to the town. 
Minor repairs on the plumbing at the Grade School have 
also been made. 


FINANCES 


It will be necessary to increase school appropriations 
this coming’ year. Because of war conditions, it is practical- 
ly impossible to hire and hold experienced teachers at the 
present salary rate. We again share in the Equalization 
fund this year, and will receive practically the same amount 
another year.

I herewith submit my second annual report of the pro- 
gress and conditions of Corinna Union Academy. 

At the present time there are 99 students enrolled. The 
maximum enrollment was 116 students at one time, how- 
ever a number of these were lost through transportation 
difficulties. \

The Agricultural Course has been added this year and is 
proving very successful. General Mathematics, which is 
required for all Freshmen, is now included in the curri- 
culum. A fifth teacher (part time) has been very helpful 
to improve the course crowded periods of instruction. 

The following additions have been added to the Academy 
this year: 
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1. A stage curtain, presented by the Amicus Club and 
the Community Church workers. 


2. A Turn Table (record player) and records, which 
can be used in connection with our Sound Machine, pre- 
sented by the class of 1948. 


3. Britannica Encyclopedia set and Dictionary donated 
by Mrs. Ethel Clark. 


4. New Bulletin Boards. 
5, Office file for permanent records. 


We have had three 25 minute Activity periods a week 
devoted to the following activities: Dramatic Club, Press 
Club, Student Council, Future Farmers, Debating, and 
Junior Choir. 


Practically every Friday we have had an assembly period 
for entetrainment as well as educational purposes. The 
parents and relatives of C. U. A. students are very wel- 
come to attend these assemblies. 

During the last term we hope to add a period of Physical 
Fitness and possibly courses in First Aid, Air Raid Warden 
instruction, Mathematics, and Nutrition in connection with 
the nationally known Victory Corps program in secondary 
schools. ; 

I want to take this opportunity to thank the faculty, 
school officials and citizens for all they have done to make 
this a very successful and very pleasant year at Corinna 
Union Academy.

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REPORT OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE---1942 


“In war time health is more than ever a National asset. 
IlIness slows down production—lowers efficiency. War 
means greater strain and weariness.” Defense and pre- 
paration means family life and particularly healthy babies 
and children. 

Public support and understanding are necessary for an 
adequate Public Health program. All effective methods is 
the use of a committee of citizens closely affiliated with the 
health program itself, to act as interpreters to the rest of 
the community and to assist the nurse so her services will 
go further in the town. In April the Corinna Health Coun- 
cil was organized and is composed of the following repre- 
sentations of the different clubs and organizations in town. 
Millard Quimby, Town Manager and Health Officer; Mrs. 
Esther Burrill, chairman, Corinna Garden Club; Mrs. 
Madeline Shepherd, Secretary-Treasurer, Farm Bureau; 
Mrs. Thelma Brown, co-chairman, Cleora Rebekah Lodge; 
Mrs. Marion Perkins, Publicity Chairman, American 
Legion Auxiliary; other organizations represented were 
Junior Club, Junior Citizens Club, O. E. S., Twilight 
Grange, Happy Hour Club, Community Church Workers 
Association. 

The following are some of their activities: 

Six child health conferences were held at Grange Hall 
or Library, and were sponsored by the above mentioned 
organizations. A large number of infants and preschool 
children were immunized against diphtheria and smallpox. 
Dr. Paul Briggs and Dr. F. L. O. Hussey have served at 
these conferences. The Dental Hygienist, State Bureau of 
Health, gave mouth examinations. Due to cold weather and 
smaller attendances the committee decided to postpone 
these conferences until early spring. 

In June typhoid series of inoculations were given to 110 
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townspeople. Because of interest shown among*citizens 
and the mill officials, the Health Committee sponsored an- 
other series of typhoid clinics in November. Three hun- 
dred and thirty-six were then given this protection by the 
District Health Officer. Members of the Home Nursing 
Class assisted the doctor above at the last clinic. 

The Health Committee sponsored a tonsil clinic in Hart- 
land in August. Parents may give children’s names to Mrs. 
Esther Burrill for the clinic this coming summer. 

Mrs. Thelma Brown and Mrs. Bertha Bean assisted, the 
nurse with the audiometer tests given in the schools in 
October. Three hundred and one children were given this 
test. Nineteen showed a hearing loss in either one or both 
ears. These are being followed through the nursing service. 
The ladies assisting were instructed how to use the 
machine. In the future these ladies will be able to give this 
service, thus relieving the nurse to devote her time to nurs- 
ing service. 

In December the Health Committee sponsored a tuber- 
culin skin testing clinic made available to all schools, local 
citizens and. the mills. The tests were given by Dr. Briggs 
and was assisted by members of the Home Nursing Class. 
Three hundred and eighty-six people were tested. 

Tuberculosis work was done in individual families at the 
doctors or Sanitoriums request. This work has increased. 
Seventy home visits were made to tuberculin cases, sus- 
pects and contacts. 

On December 22, forty-four townspeople were X-rayed 
through the cooperation of the mills and the State Bureau 
of Health. 

It has been felt by the Health Committee that it is a 
worth while expenditure of the nurses time to teach Home 
Nursing Classes. Two classes have been taught this past 
year. 

This year a noticeable increase in the number of! home 
visits was made. Visits were scheduled and instructions 
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given according to the individual needs of sixteen prenatal 
and eighty post natal patients. 

Forty-five infants and ninety-four preschool visits were 
made to help parents see the need of regular health exam- 
inations by the physician, to instruct them in child care, 
daily routing in training and guidance, to demonstrate 
adequate care of sick children and instruct parents in signs 
of illness and importance of prompt medical attention. 

Through town appropriation more work has been accom- 
plished in the schools. Seventy home visits and twenty- 
eight office visits were made to school children. An oppor- 
tunity for further spread of communicable diseases was 
off set by the help given by the local health officer and by 
the teacher who singled out these children presenting ques- 
tionable symptoms. In this way the few cases were ex- 
cluded for early treatment and care so the general incidents 
has been left low. Up to the present time cases of com- 
municable diseases have been infrequent except for colds 
that are always with us as long as children go coughing to 
public gatherings and to school. 

Under the guidance of the Principal of the Grammar 
School the children have equipped a fine health room in 
the basement of the building. 

Much credit is due parents, children, and school per- 
sonnel in the Center and Basset schools for 100% protec- 
tion against smallpox and typhoid fever. 

Parents have availed themselves of the opportunity of 
taking children to the Pediatric and Crippled Children’s 
Clinics in Bangor and Waterville where treatment has been 
given and recommendations made. Home visits have been 
made by the State Physiotherapist.

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REPORT OF TOWN MANAGER 


I herewith submit my report as town manager and 
collector of taxes for the past fiscal year. This report is 
intended only as brief summary of your town government 
functions for the year. 


TAX COLLECTIONS 


The collection of taxes and the redemption of tax liens 
has shown a marked improvement during the past fiscal 
year. The total collections were nearly eight thousand 
dollars in excess of the 1942 tax commitment. There are now 
no delinquent taxes for any year prior to 1942 with the 
exception of approximately one thousand dollars which is 
secured by 1941 tax liens. Action has already been started 
to enforce collection of the balances due on the 1942 tax 
account. 


HIGHWAYS 


No state funds for permanent highway construction 
or for the maintenance of unimproved roads have been 
available during the past year, and there is no prospect 
that such funds will be available during 1943. Consequently, 
the appropriation by the town for State Aid highway con- 
struction has not been expended and should be carried for- 
ward as a balance until such time as state funds are again 
available. _ 

The special resolve appropriation which was provided 
by the legislature in 1941 was expended on the Packard 
road as a continuation of work completed in 1941. This 
road has now been graded and gravel surfaced to a point 
near the Nutter Cemetery. 
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Snow removal work, as in past years, has been done 
with four trucks and the town tractor. The expenses of 
doing this work have increased greatly due to the higher 
cost of labor and equipment rental. Unless general con- 
ditions show a marked change during the next few months, 
it is difficult to see how it will be possible to obtain the 
equipment which is needed to continue to plow the mileage 
now being cleared of snow. 


The cutting of bushes on improved roads again has 
not been done in a satisfactory manner and I feel that it 
is not unreasonable to state that 25% of your snow removal 
expense is due to the fact that property owners have not 
cleared roadsides as required by law. 


CEMETERIES 


Much more than the usual amount of work has been 
done during the past year in the several cemeteries. All of 
the monuments and markers have been cleaned in the 
Village, Morse’s Corner, Center, Nutter and Higgins yards. 
The monuments in the Center cemetery have been put in 
proper position, and the fence at the Higgins cemetery has 
been repaired and painted. 


TOWN INDEBTEDNESS 


The improvement in tax collections has made possible 
the reduction of refunding notes payable by eight thousand 
five hundred dollars. School notes of $1,000 and a road 
grader note of $200 have been paid from appropriated 
funds. These reductions leave the net town debt at 
$1,072.94, the lowest figure for many years. 
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Serious thought must be given in considering appro- 
priations for the fiscal year of 1943-44. The revenue from 
motor vehicle excise taxes has decreased nearly one thou- 
sand dollars during the past year and will, no doubt, con- 
tinue to decrease during the ensuing year. You are faced 
with an increase in the cost of maintaining the school de- 
partment and the cost of snow removal. The induction into 
the armed services of men with dependents may mean an 
increase in relief expenditures. 


The continued cooperation which I have received from 
the town officers is appreciated.

The current year’s 
assessment and commitment as appears in Exhibit C shows 
an uncollected balance of taxes of $4,077.99. No direct 
verification has been made of the outstanding balances. 


RECEIVABLES $837.06 


The accounts receivable consist of amounts due from the 
State of Maine for Snow Removal and the use of equip- 
ment.

The funds held in trust by the town consist of cemetery 
fund for perpetual care, Stewart Memorial Library Fund 
and the Ministerial and School Fund.
